At  this  thought  our  minds  are  humbled  within  ns, 
a  resolution  U  formed  to  employ  the  time  wkieh  has 
fallen  to  our  lot— to  make  the  most  of  this  abort  Ufa,  ky 


of  Adam  must  lie,  he  saw  far,  fur  beyond,  ihe  glories  ofj]  fested  ihroiigli  ihe  incdiiiiu  of  Christ,  the 


toilii^  for  oiir  own  individaal  improvement,  and  furMic 
welfare  of  unr  fellow  men. 

I  have  said  that  a  ramble  among  the  graves  gave  me  a 
kind  of  melancholy  pleasure;  and  for  the  purpose  of  pos¬ 
sessing  thft  enjoyment,  during  a  summer  day  of  41, 1  laid 
■side  my  book  and  sallied  forth,  with  my  course  bent 
towards  the  burial-ground,  hard  by  the  pleasant  village 
of  5f - .  It  was  one  of  those  beautiful  days

ns  above  stated  ;  but  this  I  do  know— iie  did  riot  r 
the  import  of  the  doctrine,  which,  by  his  net,  he  ini'** 
ded  to  set  fortli ;  for  if  be  hud,  he  would  not 
known  onoiigh  to  guide  a  pencil.  In  tokse** 

tain  if  we  are  correct  in  this  position,  we  will  cir  • 
directly  Imme  to  himself,  and  put  him  to  the  test  'I’k! 
liiniheriiig  wheels  of  time  h.ive  perforiimd  liieir 
revolution— tlie  sound  of  the  angelic  truinp  has  liooinej 
o’er  tlie  world— all  tilings  have  sunk  into  the  hlacit 
durkiiuss  of  cliaotic  and  eternal  night — a  morn  ofresim 
reciioii  has  dawned  upon  tile  intelligent  creation  aixt 
yonder,  in  the  regions  of  immortal  bliss,  stands  ont 
friend.  A  crown  of  rigiileoiisness  is  upon  his  head., 
whitened  robe  upon  his  person — a  golden  harp  in  hij 
hand  ;  in  a  word,  he  has  “  come  forth  to  the  ftsiirreclHin 
of  life.”  Blit  that  mother  who  watched  over  his  mf,,,, 
years— who  bestowed  upon  him  the  fond  Cnresieiof 
niiiternal  love— who  stood  by  his  bed-side  w iiil  i  diseane 
was  preying  upon  his  frame,  and  administered  to  bu 
wants  with  the  hand  of  alfection;  yonder  she  is  amid 
the  siilphiireoits  flames  of  an  endless  hell!  Behold  how 


that  kingdom,  where  all  shall  become  in  possession  ofj 
a  lilu  in  Christ,  and  this  opened  upon  bis  mind  the 
bright  siinsliinc  of  everlasting  joy.  — 

But  mark  ye,  now,  how  that  bitter  spirit,  which  cigli-  > 
teen  hundred  years  since  warred  with  the  mild  precepts 
of  oiir  Saviour,  and  from  then  till  now,  has  been  | 
found  in  opposition  to  his  hallowed  doctrine — mark, , 
we  say,  Low  this,  like  an  evil  genius,  stalks  abroad, . 
wanders  among  the  homes  of  the  dead,  and  leaves,  even  ^ 
ii|K>n  the  tombstones,  mnrl^or  that  bitterness  which  it' 
harbors  toward  the  mild  doctrine  of  Peace.  Under  tlie  ! 
words  of  Paul,  some  one  had  written  with  a  pencil,  j 
“Some  shall  come  forth  to  the  resurrection  of  life, 'and  ' 
some  to  the  resurrection  of  damnation.”  Tliongli  this' 
is  a  Scriptural  phrase,  yet  will  it  he.ar  llie  meaning  whicli 
it  is  their  intended  to  convey  ?  Wo  think  not;  for  by  i 
consulting  the  place  where  it  occurs,  we  learn  that  Ihe 
life  and  dumnution  spoken  of  are  based  upon  works.  | 
“They  that  hate  dona  good  unto  llic  resurrection  ofi 
life,  and  iliey  (hat  have  done  evil,  unto  the  rcsiirreclioii  j 
urdamnation” — Now  who  have  done  good?  Surely! 
there  has  not  a  man  lived  since  the  universe  w'as  spoken 
into  being,  hut  what  has  done  some  good  deed,  in  the 
course  of  his  life.  Notice  then,  the  dead  “.shall  come 
forth,  they  that  have  done  good,  unto  (he  resurrection 
of  life.” — .\11  iiiaiikiiid  liave  done  good,  and  therefore, 
all  niank'iiJ  sliall  come  forth  to  the  rcsnrreclioii  of  life. 
This,  then,  is  iti  deadly  opposition  to  (hat  faith,  which 
induced  our  fellow  being  to  pencil^the  passage  upon 
that  tombstone.  But  look  tipon  the  other  side.  Kvery 
man  has  done  some  evil  deed,  fur  “  there  is  not  a  just 
man  upon  earth  that  liveth  and  sitiiieth  nut.”  Notice, 
then,  the  dead  “  shall  came  forth,  they  that  have  lioiie 
evil  unto  tlu3  resurrection  of  damnation” — all  mankind 
have  done  evil,  and  therefor  all  ntnnkind  shall 
come  forth  to  the  resurrection  of  damnation.* — 
This,  indeed,  proves  the  misery  of  mankind,  hnt  it 
proves  by  fur  too  inucli  of  it;  mure  even  than  the  limited 
fuitli  of  our  friend  will  allow,  and  hence  we  discover 
that  the  passage  under  either  form  tri/I  not  support  the 
views  of  him,  who  turned  so  far  aside  from  the  path  of 
rectitude  as  to  pen  it  upon  the  gravestone. 

Tlie  true  mcaiiing  of  the  passage,  ns  cxpres.sed  by 
those  who  have  carefully  examined  the  Scriptures,  is 
this. — At  the  time  our  i^avioiir  was  upon  the  earth,  dark¬ 
ness  brooded  over  the  face  of  the  land  re.spectiiig  the 
destiny  of  the  Jewish  nation — hence  it  was  said  <if  them, 
as  it  had  been  before  when  in  like  situations,  that  they 
were  in  the  graves — they  knew  not  the  inheritance  that 
awaited  them  in  future  days,  and,  save  a  lew,  refused

gladden  tlie  hear^of  the  fanner,  who  'is  busy  in  seciir-  ! 
ing  jtis  treasures ;  but  its  sultry  hour  had  passed,  and  as  ! 
I  enteied  the  enclosure,  the  tall  trees  upon  the  brow,^ 


of  the  neigliBoujg  hill  hegnn  to  throw  their  long  sha-' 
d;jws  across  the  vale  below.  A  while  wasspeii  tin  ramb- 
ling  from  one  section  to  another,  reading  the  records  of 
theakimbcrei’sheiieath,  and  the  many  “uncouth  rhymes’' ! 
wfiich  some  liU^hlo  sculptor  had  impressed  upon  the  , 
different  stonesruntil  wearied  with  this  employment,  I 
sat  myself  down  hard  by  a  rude  grave  and  gave  away  to  | 
reflection.  I 

It  was  a  beautiful  hour — the  sun  was  slowly  sinking  ! 
behind  the  western  lulls,  while  here  and  there  a  light  i 
cloud  was  floating  across  the  broad  bine  arch  of  the 
heavens.  No  sound  was  heard  save  the  hum  from  the  j 
neighboring  village,  the  soft  whisper  of  tlie  breeze  as  it' 
played  among  the  branches  of  the  trees,  and  the  gentle 
oiuriniiring  of  the  strepm  which  winds  its  way  through 
the  meadows  near  the  burial  place.  Looking  around  j 
upon  the  many  marble  slabs — here,  said  I,  man  is  j 
brought  oil  a  level  with  his  fellow  man.  The  man  of 
wealth  rolls  in  splendor,  while  not  iinfreqnently  a  feel¬ 
ing  of  arrogance  arises  in  his  mind  towards  his  less  for¬ 
tunate  fellow  being.  He  looks  down  upon  the  huinhic 
wayfaring  man  whose  brow  is  furrowed  o’er  with  care; 
whose  locks  are  whitening  for  the  slumbering  tomb; 
whose  [countenance  is  o’erspfeead  with  tlio  gloom  of 
melancholy,  the  eftects  following  from  the  many  storms 
of  adversity  which  have  beaten  against  his  breast;  yet 
here,  the  proud  and  the  hunihle,  the  high  and  (lie  low, 
the  heir  of  wealth  and  the  child  of  poverty  And  a  com- 
niun  horn*,  their  hcadsore  pillowed  upon  the  same  dust. 
Here  is  the  end  of  umbiton  !  But  yesterday,  ns  it  were, 
and  the  tenants  of  these  lone  and  solitary  graves  were 
moriug  among  the  busy  crowds  that  throng  the  streets  of 
yonder  village,  or  pursuing  their  peaceful  avocations  in 
the  surrounding  country  !  Their  minds  were  exhila¬ 
rated  by  the  bnoyaM  spirits  of  hope — anticipation  brood¬ 
ed  around  them,  speaking  of  joys  attendant  upon  fu¬ 
ture  days — a  thousand  tender  tics  endeared  tiiem  to  < 
their  friends,  and  bright  bloeming  flowers  of  pro.sperity 
were  beside  their  pathway — but  alas!  here  they  lie; 
monidering  back  and  mingling  with  their  native  ele-* 
laent,  while  the  busy  crowd  pass  on  as  though  none  had 
been  siimnioned  from  their  ranks!  ^ 

While  thus  in  meditation  upon  the  changes  which  man- 
hind  are  destined  to  experience,  1  remarked  iiotf-ir  dis¬ 
tant,  a  grave  which,  thougli  it  had  nothing  singular 
about  its  appearance,  drew  my  attention,  and  I  arose  for 
the  purpose  of  reading  the  record  upon  the  stone  at  its 
bead.  I  knew  who  sininbered  beneath,  but  from  repu- 
talion  only,  yet  that  spolfe  in  his  favor.  S.  C.  had 
lived  in  the  world  ri.^ing  half  a  century,  and  had  looked 
upon  his  fellowman  as  a  brother — the  offspring  of  the 
■ame  common  Parent — surrounded  by  the  same  hles- 
•ings  here  below,  and  hound  to  the  same  happy  and 
glorious  inheritance  beyond  the  dim  shadows  of  the 
slumbering  tomb  !  In  agreement  with  that  influence 
which  is  ever  exerted  upon  mankind  by  this  faith, 
he  had  !<vcd  not  for  self  alone,  but  for  the  heiicfit  and 
.welfare  of  those  by  whom  he  was  surrounded;  and  at 
last  had  gone  down  to  (he  grave  with  the  respect  of  the 
oommunity  resting  upon  his  head.
